His decisions and actions cou ld not be ju dged 
objectively by his contemporaries — that job 
was left to historians. 
It is u nlikely to be mu ch comfort to President 
Johnson or those who will serve in the presiden­ 
cy after him, bu t the tradition of u nbridled crit­ 
icism of the nation’s chief execu tive began 
with none other than the first president, the 
man who earned the title: Father of ou r Cou n­ 
try.

Georg j Washington, born 236 years ago, was 
of su ch good character it fostered a legend to 
the effect he never told a lie. 
Debu nkers ssu re u s the story of the cherry, 
tree is more fable than fact. bu t. nevertheless, 
it is hard to believe a like tale abou t any con­ 
temporary pu blic figu re cou ld su rvive genera­ 
tions of retelling. 
Of cou rse, this is not u psetting to many peo­ 
ple becau se simple honesty has gone cu t of 
fashion. Today’s man is not considered dishon­ 
est, merely expedient, and tha sin is not In tha 
act of commission, bu t rather in getting cau ght. 
Even this can be carried off if the cu lprit is 
charming and witty and glib in the modem Idi­ 
om. 
Pcor George, we re afraid, might not fit in to­ 
day. 
Can you imagine Washington saying he didn 't 
want to get involved? Can you hear It? 
A grou p of revolu tionaries come to Washing­ 
ton, the Virginia aristocrat—Washington, the 
landowner, the gentleman farmer. 
“Help u s,’’ they say, "help u s to bu lk! a na­ 
tion dedicated to a new concept of freedom. 
Lead ou r inexperienced army against the might 
of England.” 
And George, if he were a modern man, might 
look ou t on his acres cf roiling cou ntryside; his 
stables of blooded stock; and say with great 
sincerity, "I’d rather not get involvad.” 
Washington cou ld not u tter those words be­ 
cau se of his inherent honesty; becau se he real­ 
ised that Involvement was the only way be 
cou ld main tain his integrity. And integrity to 


one's self is the fou ndation o f hcnesty with 
one’s neighbors. 
Shakespeare said it: "This above all: To 
thine own self be tru e, and it mu st follow, as 
the night the day, thou can st not then be false 
to any man .” 
Washington said it in his Farewell Address: 
"1 hold the maxim no less applicable to 
pu blic than to private affairs, that honesty is al­ 
ways the best policy.” 
Involvement to George Washington mean t 
many personal sacrifices. 
As a rich man , he cou idhave lived in ease 
and high comfort. Instead, he chose to su ffer 
cou ntless hardships. 
Betrayed, abu sed, he was the object of jealou ­ 
sy and violant criticism. 
Thomas Pain e, an eminent American patriot, 
tu rned again st ou r first president and called 
him "treacherou s In private friendship and a 
hypocrite in pu blic Ufe.” 
Washington was stu ng by scathing attack! In 
the press of the day and complained to Thomas 
Jefferson of "su ch exaggerated and indecent 
terms as cou ld scarcely be applied to a Nero, a 
notoriou s defau lter, or even a common pick­ 
pocket.” 
Washington did net believe in patriotism with 
a pu rpose. To him, patrioiotism itself wa s a 
pu rpose and no sacrifice was too great as a 
means to its fu lfillment. 
Ou r forefathers were fortu nate to have had a 
leader of Washington's statu re in their time of 
trial. Bu t we are lu cky, too, if only we remem­ 
ber to look back from time to time mid u se hit 
shining example to light the forward path.

Wall Street Fights Mafia 


NEW YORK: Down the bay there’s a land 
called Brooklyn where Mu rder, Inc., once bu r­ 
ied or bu rned its dead. The u n dertakers, who 
ran a rather vertical bu siness, making certain 
they’d never ru n ou t of cu s­ 
tomers, today are the nation's 
tou ghest and wealthiest mob­ 
sters. 
Once u pon a gru esome time 
they were only the troops. To­ 
day thev are Cosa Nostra’s 
cream. This elite owns hu n­ 
dreds of m llions of dollars 
j worth of Wal’ Street secu ri­ 
ties, Manhattan real estate, 
and bsinesses of all kinds. 
So the Ju stice Dept, will hit Brooklyn with a 
Strike Force. Su ch crash investigative opera­ 
tions have been piloted in Bu ffalo, N. Y., expe­ 
rimented with in Detroit, and can be in high 
gear 80 days after a target city is selected by 
U.S. Attorney General Ramsey Clark. 
By "Brooklyn,” it shou ld be qu ickly ax- 
plained, the third Strike Force means to inclu de 
the Ju stice Dept.’s Eastern Region of New York 
— away ou t to the tip of Long Island. 
Along this lu sh stretch live so many powerfu l 
crime syndicate execu tives today that it can be 
called the su mmer and winter capital of Ameri­ 
can crime. 
Bu t there are other target regions and cities, 
selected on the “basis of size and scope of or­ 
ganized crime” : all of New Jersey, Philadel­ 
phia, Miami, New Orleans and Chicago. 


THE JUSTICE DEPT, and its reg onal attor­ 
neys are moving swiftly these days. Never has 
thare been su ch an ou tcry from bu sinessmen. 
Never before has the mob moved with su ch dis­ 
dainfu l daring. Never have they readied for so 
many blu e chips. 
Typical of this indu strial restlessness is the 
experience of the National Cou ncil of Crime and 
Delinqu ency. Recently it annou nced that it 
wou ld ru n on Feb. 19 a 
‘short cou rse for bu si­ 
nessmen on how to protect a company from 
harassmen t and i n f i l t r a t i o n by organized 
crime.” 
It expected two score exectives to register. 
You can get that many any time for a cou rse on 
salvaging the tin can wrappers. 
Bu t some 200 topside execu tives flocked in. 
And they represen ted far more than some little 
vending machine f rm frightened by some 
dark-su ited hood. 
* 
Sitting in on the “cou rse” to listen to the fed­ 
eral crime specialists were execu tive su ite fol­ 
lows from the world’s largest banks, most pres­ 
tigiou s restau ran ts, biggest financial and pro­ 
du ce markets, wealthiest insu rance companies, 
blu e chip mu ltibillion dollar corporations, retail 
associations and even a medical college. 
Not th»* least were men from the giant au dit­ 
ing Arms; from the produ cers of the most so­ 
phisticated au tomated machinery now u sed on 
Wail Street; and from the Stock Exchange. 
And why not? The mob, which has not feared 
to shake down the Army, the Navy, the Air 
Force and tha Atomic En ergy Commission, is 
not frightened by IBM or the secu rities ex­ 
changes. 


THERE IS, for grim example, tha smallest, 
bu t tou ghest of the Cosa Nostra combines — 
Brooklyn’s Carlo Gambino grou p. 
Gambino never testifies. He has a bu ilt-in 
doctor’s certificate. It says when the occasion 
requ ires that he has a bad heart. 
Bu t he also controls hu ndreds of millions of 
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dollars in real estate. He is the mob's most ac­ 
tive “plu nger” on the Stock Exchange. He goes 
where the action is. He always has. 
Back in the Mu rder, Inc., days he was an u n­ 
known ru nning raw alcohol for bootleggers, ac­ 
cording to the federals. Then he moved in on 
labor relations (still his specialty). 
Came the 1941-45 war, and he cleaned u p 
tradin g Office of Price Administration (OPA) 
ration stamps. Then with the boom, he took 
some of the waterfront racket money and an­ 
geled real estate investors. He also bou ght pap­ 
er produ ction facilities and meat packing com­ 
panies. 
Then came the Stock Market. The action U 
there, says the cru sading, headline-du cking U.S. 
Attorney Robert Morgenthau who set u p a spe­ 
cial “Secu rity Frau d Unit” as soon as he was 
appointed. 
Morgenthau ’a ia the New York Sou thern Re­ 
gion — in which is the world’s most vast con­ 
centration of money and produ ce markets. The 
flow is in tiie trillions of dollars. 


In 1950 a million share a day mean t heavy 
trading. Now 8 million shares traded is rou tine. 
A 14 million share day is hardly noticed. So the 
mob — especially the Gambino and Colombo 
crowds have moved in. 
t 
Morgenthau ’a message is: “Don’t let them 
open the door.” Some banks, some bu siness­ 
men, some brokerage hou ses welcome their 
bu siness — ju st as some u nions welcomed them 
in du ring the ’30s. Resu lt: the hoods never 
move ou t. 
There is the example of the Mu rray Meat­ 
packing Co. The hoods moved in. 
The mob bou ght meat heavily on credit. They 
sold for cash. This they deposited in the bank. 
One morning, one of the combine came in w th 
a company check drawn to “Cash” for $50,000. 
He got it. Then he retu rn ed with a similar 
check in the afternoon. He got the money. 
The next morning he was back with another 
$50,000 check. This time the bank — being hon­ 
orable — said that's enou gh. Take you r accou nt 
and get ou t. 
He did. He went to another bank. Then re re­ 
peated the process for nine days — to the tin­ 
kling tu ne of $645,000, thereby bankru pting the 
firms. The bank worked with him becau se they 
wanted his accou nt. 
So it worked with the Mafia. And the Mafia 
moved u pward and inward.

U.S. Loses 
Face in Asia

There Is something very mysteriou s indeed 
abou t the Viet Cong docu ments capu red in tne 
past fou r months. 
Qpe after another of these docu ments states 
clearly that the aim cf the 46-city attacks in 
Sou th Vietnam was to stir u p popu lar u prisings 
to sweep the VC into power throu gh a Red dom 
inated coalition government. 
Thia analysis is su rprising becau se Ho Chi 
Minh, Ngyu en Glap and Mao TsMu ng are stu ­ 
dent« of recent Asian and Latin-American histo­ 
ry. The less'n of the past two decades is that in 
almost every case docu mented, qu ick Commu ­ 
nist revolu tionary take-over attempts have 
failed. The qu ick government overthrow at­ 
tempted in Indonesia the year before last led ta 
a blood-bath pu rge of the Commu nists, the mili­ 
tary ou ster of their patron, President Su kaoto. 
and the creation of a strongly anti-Commu nlst 
Indonesian government. 
In the Dominican Repu blic, the Commu nists 
attempted t piggy back on a reveolt in the cap­ 
ital. Thou gh they allied themselves with ele­ 
ments of the army, they were thwarted by 
Presiden t Johnson’s qu ick shift of U,8 troops to 
the island. 
In Venezu ela, seven ye~rs ago, the Commu ­ 
n ist u ndergrou nd set u p terrorist u nits to Pic!: 
off revolts in the cities. As in Vietnam, these 
armed u nits stru ck in cities. They attempted 
to disru pt government fu nctions, frieh'en the 
people, paralyze the army and police. Th' 
otjective was to destroy the effectiveness of 
government and thu s lead to a dramatic Com 
mu nist take-over. 
Again in Gu atemala in 1962, Commu nist su b 
verslves moved to whip u p the people for a 
qu ick seizu re cf the capital. The Commu nists 
believed a short, intense military attack wou ld 
cau se "the masses” to join the Red revolu tion 
The people did not rise. 
To u nderstand what the North Koreans arc 
trying to do, it is necessary to tell the story cf 
a recen t incident in Sou th Vietnam. 
A friend we shall call Alexander, adviser to a 
Vietnamese 
provincial 
governor, discovered 
that one of the province’s district chiefs was 
particu larly corru pt. 
On every visit to the provincial capital, Alex­ 
an der brou ght in new evidence of the ways In 
which this particu lar district leader was u sing 
his office to milk the people for his own ends. 
Each time the su bject was brou ght u p, the 
governor wou ld shru g his shou lders and say 
nothing cou ld be dene. The man had powerfu l 
friends. 
Then one day Alexander, on one of hit trips 
throu gh the province, by accident saw tha cor­ 
ru pt district chief being chased down the street 
of his village by his irate wife. Sh thad fou nd 
him dallying with other women. 
My friend thou ght this was hu morou s, bu t 
gave it little more thou ght. The n ext time he 
was in to see the governor, he did mention in 
passing what he had seen. 
TO Alexander’s su rprise,, the governor, on 
hearin g the story, ju mped u p, his face red, his 
fists clenched and shou ted "That man has got 
to g- !” And go he did. 
The explanation was simple. The man cou ld 
not control his wife. Thereby he lost face. He 
had become ridicu lou s in the eyes of the people 
of his district. He cou ld no longer command 
their respect. He was throu gh. 
U.§ . power was made to appear ridicu lou s in 
Asian eyes when a small cou ntry su ch as North 
Korea hijacked an American Navy ship off the 
high seas with no shots fired in defense. 
According to reports, the North Koreans are 
attempting to add to the ridicu lou s position in 
which we now find ou rselves by su ggesting they 
might retu rn the Pu eblo and its crew if Wash­ 
ington will make an apology, pay a fine and in­ 
du ce Sou th Koreans to retu rn N'rth Koreans 
agents captu red in the sou th.

To inv oke the Senate’s de­ 
bate-limiting clo tu re ru le and 
bring the legislation to a v ote 
wou ld take a two-thirds majo ri­ 
ty of senato rs v oting. 
An attempt Tu esday to inv oke 
clo tu re fell sev en v otes short. 
The cou nt was 55 to 37. 
Mansfield said if the new clo­ 
tu re mov e fails Monday , that 
will be the end. "Twice is 
eno u gh," he told newsmen. "We 
will hav e ex hau sted ev ry ef­ 
fo rt."

"All the parliamentarians laid 
end to end won’t be able to ex ­ 
plain to Americans why a ma­ 
jo rity of senato rs canno t do 
what they want to do ," Hart 
told newsmen. 
Bu t neither he no r any one else 
claimed a two-thirds majo rity 
cou ld be obtained Monday to pu t 
an end to the debate. 
Mansfield mov ed to table the

The FBI said Brown, du ring a 
recess, told FBI Agent William 
H. Smith Jr., also a Negro, 
that: "We will get y ou . . .

When Brown walked ou t of the 
co u rtro o m Wednesday , v owing 
to go on a hu nger strike in jail, 
the FBI hu stled him to a U.S.
